Franco 
and Austria, who rank next to Russia in 
the number of their standing armies, could 
singly bring into the field a much larger 
force than tbe whole Roman empire, Tbe 
military force of the Pagan empire is here 
estimated at 450,000 men; the Christian 
monarchies of France and Auntria are each 
of them reputed to maintain an army of 
650,000 men. Aud when we reflect upon 
tbe invention of gunpowder, and the enor-

of artillery, it is evident 


that any one of the first-rate powers of 
Europe could bring into the field a de- 
structive force that would sweep from the 
face of the earth the thirty legions of 
Adrinn. 
The very division of Europe into
